The two painters, with their wives and 
children, rumbled out of Paris in a 
cart which took them to the town of 
Fontaineblean. Thence they proceeded 
on foot through the forest. It was very 
wild in those days. 
“How beautiful!"

Millet's 
constant 
exclamation. 
Arrived at Barbizon, they were wel­ 
comed at Ganne's tnu by Rousseau. 
Diaz and the other artists who lived In 
the village. 
When a fresh painter came Into the 
colony it was the custom to take down 
from the wall a certain big pipe, that, 
as the newcomer puffed at it, the eorn- 
I pany might judge from the rings of 
smoke whether he was to be reckoned 
among the “academics'' or the "color- 
j ists." Jacque was proclaimed n color- 
: 1st; but, some uncertainty being ex- 
* pressed concerning Millet, the latter 
exclaimed. “Ah, well, If you are em 
barrassed. put me In a class of my 
own." “A good answer,” cried Diaz, 
, "aud he looks strong aud big enough 
to hold his own in i t ” The little pleas 
1 antry was prophetic. 
’ 
But its fulfillment was deferred for 
manj’ years, during which Millet work 
ed on in poverty, pictures that now 
would bring large sums of money be­ 
ing refused at the exhibitions of the 
salon and finding no purchasers. 
A 
hint of his condition is contained in a 
letter to his friend Sensier, acknowl 
edging the receipt of $20: “I have re 
ceived the hundred francs. They came 
just at the right time. Neither my wife 
nor 1 had tasted food for twenty-four 
hours. It’s a blessing that the little ones, 
at any rate, have not been In want.” 
It was only from about his fortieth 
year that his pictures l» egan to sell at 
ihe rate of from 250 to 300 francs 
each. 
Itousseau, 
who 
had 
himself 
known the extremes of poverty, was 
the first to give him a large sum, buy­ 
ing “The Wood Cutter" for 4,000 francs 
under the pretense that it was for an 
American purchaser. 
It was resold at 
the Hartmann sale in 18-SO for 133,000 
francs. By the beginning of the sixties, 
however. Millet’s reputation was no 
longer In question. At the Paris expo 
sitlon of 18(57 he was represented by 
nine pictures and received the grand 
medal. In the salon of 1809 he was on 
the hanging 
committee. 
But he still 
continued what has been happily called 
his “life of sublime monotony.” his 
so 
Joum in Barbizon being interrupted 
only during the war of 1871. when he 
retired to Cherbourg, painting there 
some fine pictures of the sea. He died 
In 18 7 5 at the age of sixty aud was 
buried In the little churchyard of Cbail- 
ly, overlooking the forest. A rock In 
| the latter l» ears a bronze tablet on 
which a sculptor has represented side 
by side the bust portraits of Rousseau, 
the father of modern French landscape, 
j and Millet, the artist of the people who 
work in the fields,—Chari©» H. Coffin in 
St. Nicholas.

learned professor once argued persist­ 
ently that woman was intellectally 
inferior to man, because her brain 
weighed less than 
his. 
After his 
death 
an autopsy was 
held and 
It was found that the Drain of the 
professsr weighed one fourth of an 
ounce less than that of average wo­ 
man. 
A preacher once argued that the 
Creator made a mistake in creating 
woman at all. For it is said that God 
created the earth, the sea, and all 
that in them is, and then he rested.
